Air tanker dumps load on Utah homes

A single-engine air tanker loaded with 
fire retardant took off from the St, George 
Airport on Thursday, got caught in a down: 
draft and had to drop its load on a subdivi 
lon, coating five houses with the pinkish 
chemical, The plane returned safely to the 
airport 

David Body, fire information officer for 
Color Country Interagency Fire Manage 
ment Area, said that bout 7 p.m, the pi 
lot of the small tanker craft dropped about 
W0 gallons of the retardant to keep from 
crashing. 

‘The viscous retardant landed on houses 
in the Bloomington Hills subdivision, 


southwest of St 
County. 

No one was injured. Cleanup and dam: 
age evaluation is being conducted by the St. 
George Fire Department, 

“There were little storm cells moving 
through the area all day," said Body, “The 
pilot had just taken offand was banking left 
when he was caught in a downdraft and 
couldn't gain altitude so had to drop his load 
of retardant on the houses at about 150 feet.” 

Body described the retardant as a 
slurry-ike fertilizer that is dyed pink so 
firefighters can see where it is dropped and 
other pilots can define areas that have been 
coated with the substance. 

A month ago, a similar single-engine air 
tanker crashed northwest of St. George 


George in Washington 


while fighting a fire in Dameron Valley. The 

cause of that crash, in which the pilot died, 
till being investigated by the National 

‘Transportation Safety Board. 

‘The pilot Thursday was attempting to fly 
toa fire that has burned more than 70 acres 
south of Enterprise Reservoir, about 19 
miles to the north of St. George in Washing- 
ton County. 

The fire is one of several started by 
lightning from thunderstorms drifting 
across southern Utah on Wednesday and 
‘Thursday. A fire on the Grand Staircase- 
Escalante National Monument has burned 
more than 200 acres 25 miles northwest of

Smith says she knows of at least two 
accidents this year in which pets were 
killed after being thrown from the back 
of pickups. She also has heard af numer- 
ous cases of “needless suffering” from ac 
cidents caused by pets. 

“My friend crashed her car into a con 
crete barrier on Interstate 15, when her 
dog tried to get into her lap,” Smith says, 
“Even well-trained dogs can sometimes 
freak out at something and try to jump in 
your lap or cross over to see something 
out of the driver's window. 

When traveling with pets, the best 
place to tether them is in the rear passen- 
ger seats “just like the children,” Smith 
Says. 

Pet companies recently have started 
marketing seat belts for dogs. Cats and 


smaller dogs should be caged, Smith says, 
and motorists should find a way to loop 
the auto's seat belt around the carrier, “In 
the event of an accident, an unthethered 
animal — whether in a cage or not — be- 
comes a dangerous flying object,” Smith 
says. “It also helps emergency workers 
who come upon an accident scene. The 
animals can sometimes become aggres- 
sive in protecting their family.” 

‘The pet seat belts usually are T- 
shaped harnesses that slip over a dog's 
head while the front legs extend through 
the bottom T-strap. A clasp fastens at the 
top and the leftover loop an the strap is 
tightened or loosened to fit the dog's 
body. 

The traditional seat belt goes through 
that loop to hold the dog in place. 


“You can also use it as a handle to lift 
your dog up into the seat,” says Keli 
Dowler of Waggin’ Tail Dog Training in 
Bountiful, “I have one of these with a life 
preserver on it because my dog goes 28 or shar 
whitewater rafting with us.” 

Smith suggests researching your vaca- 
tion stops to see if they are pet friendly 
before taking off with Fido or Fluffy for 
the weekend. Many national parks, for 
example, do not allow pets on trails. 

“Then the pet ends up in the hot car,” 
she said,
